1. This is a public auction and mail-bid sale 
held by Heritage Numismatic Auctions, 
Inc., a licensed and bonded auctioneer 
(the “Auctioneer”).

CERTIFIED HALF CENTS 

1 1793 MS 61 Brown NGC. B-3, C-3, R.3. Medium-brown with hints 
of original mint color in the fields near the devices. Boldly struck 
throughout and with clean fields and devices for the grade. Well up 
in the Condition Census, with perhaps two or three mint state coins 
seen, and only a couple of About Uncirculated examples extant to 
represent the variety. The surfaces are pristine with none of the usual 
porosity, corrosion, or other problems that so often mar these impor¬ 
tant early coppers. Be prepared to pay a premium for this magnifi¬ 
cent rarity. 

2 1804 XF 40 ANACS. B-7, C-8, R. 1. The spiked chin obverse. Dark- 
brown and typical for the grade. 

3 1806 MS 61 Brown NGC. B-3, R.l. Small, high 6 and no stems to 
wreath. The planchet is smooth, and light red-brown color overall. 
There is a bit of striking irregularity at 7 o’clock on the obverse, but 
this does not detract from the pleasing appearance of the coin. 

4 1826 AU 50 ANACS. B-l, C-l, R.l. Medium-brown on the obverse, 
with some darker streaks on the reverse. Well struck. 

5 1826 MS 62 Brown NGC. Well struck in the centers, the border area 
on the obverse is a little soft. Both sides are covered with chocolate- 
brown and olive-green patina. 

6 1833 MS 66 Brown NGC. A lovely specimen that is sure to be high 
in the Condition Census. This piece has terrific luster that is overlaid 
with even, medium brown color. A superb example by all counts. 
Population: 5 in 66, none finer. 

7 1834 MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Boldly struck, both sides are 
evenly matched with brick-red and chocolate-brown colorations. An 
unusually attractive example minus the often-seen carbon spots.

1795 Plain Edge—EF Details, Net VF 30—ANACS. Obverse 
Tooled. S-76b, R.l. Dark brown overall and well defined with evi¬ 
dence of tooling on the obverse. 

1807/6 Large 7 XF 40 NGC. S-273, R.l. Dark brown overall and 
generally well struck but the right side of the reverse is noticeably 
weaker than the rest of the coin. 

1818 MS 63 Red and Brown PCGS. Mostly brown but retaining 
noticeable portions of original red surrounding the devices. 
Downgraded by a couple of larger carbon spots at the bottom of the 
obverse. Well struck. 

1820 MS 63 Red and Brown PCGS. Very sharply struck with light, 
glossy-brown color on the obverse and several shades deeper in hue 
on the reverse. Like the 1818 above, this coin is also downgraded by 
a couple of larger carbon spots on the obverse. 

1822 XF 45 PCGS. The pleasing, olive-green and brick-red surfaces 
reveal a few very minute defects under magnification.

The satiny surfaces show even, light, lemon- 
orange color with no abrasions apparent on either side. 

32 1862 MS 64 PCGS. Sunset colors highlight this copper-nickel. Civil 
War issue which is only kept from a higher grade by slight evidence 
of carbon around some of the lettering. 

33 1862 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and relatively bagmark-free for the 
grade. A moderate number of pale carbon flecks are present on both 
sides, yet none stand out. 

34 1862 MS 64 PCGS. More lustrous than most uncirculated examples 
of this type, with golden-orange hues overall and some light mottled 
patination.

43 1864 L On Ribbon MS 64 Red and Brown NGC. Much of the orig¬ 
inal reddish-golden luster is still evident with only slight browning 
on each side. Sharply struck with no observable abrasions, this is a 
choice representative of this scarce, semi-key issue. 

44 1864 L On Ribbon MS 64 Red and Brown NGC. Slightly mellowed 
color and showing some softness of strike at the top of the obverse. 

45 1865 MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Sharply struck and lustrous, the 
original red color has evenly mellowed to a pleasing reddish-brown 
color over the reverse. Scarce so fine. 

46 1865 MS 65 Red PCGS. A significant early Indian cent, with full 
mint luster over both sides, and a touch of mottled patination on the 
Indian's cheek.

A rarely seen date in gem condition, this is 
a lovely, original specimen that shows even reddish-orange color 
over both sides and sharply struck devices.

49 1867 MS 64 Red and Brown NGC. Boldly struck and naturally mel¬ 

lowed to an even golden-brown. There is noticeable die clashing in 
the left obverse field as is occasionally seen on this particular issue.

1872 VF 25 PCGS. An honestly worn example of the second most 
difficult date of the low-mintage 1870s.

The Indian’s portrait is slightly lighter than the fields, yield¬ 
ing a pleasing cameo effect. The fields themselves are medium 
chocolate with a hint of lavender. 

1877 MS 62 Brown PCGS. The obverse of this low mintage Indian 
is a lustrous chocolate-brown, with one minute planchet flake well 
hidden in the fields. The reverse is colored medium brown. This date 
in this grade puts it among the most coveted of all 19th century U.S. 
minor coins. Well struck throughout and showing the diagnostic 
weakness on the bottom of the N in ONE. 

1877 MS 62 Red and Brown NGC. A lower mint state example of 
this rare date. The obverse shows subdued brown patina with a car¬ 
bon spot at the end of the Indian’s nose, while the reverse retains a 
fair amount of original mint red.

1889 MS 64 Red NGC. A bright, untoned specimen featuring an 
original coppery appearance, and only a few small toning specks.

1892 MS 65 Red NGC. Frosty orange surfaces, a few carbon flecks 
are noted on the obverse. A small toning spot is mentioned on the 
reverse at 3 o’clock. 

1896 MS 63 Red PCGS. An unusual coin, with flaming original 
color and the appearance (from a short distance) of a full gem. A 
higher grade is prohibited by one large toning spot on the obverse at 
UN and the ubiquitous toning specks. There are few contact marks 
worthy of note, but they are unfortunately found on the Indian’s face. 

1896 MS 65 Red NGC. Deep, fiery mint brilliance. One of the more 
difficult post-1880 dates in full red, gem condition. Population: 22 
in 65, 5 finer. 

1896 MS 65 Red PCGS. A splendid gem that has full mint color. 
Scarce and desirable in this tip-top state of preservation. 

1897 MS 63 Red and Brown ANACS; and a 1908 MS 63 Red and 
Brown ANACS, the first is mostly red, the second is mostly brown, 
and both are nice. (Total: 2 coins) 

1897 MS 65 Red and Brown ANACS. More brown than red, but 
with enough red to still excite the eye. Excellent surfaces. 

1899 MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS, warm red and brown tones 
cover each side in equal amounts; 1904 MS 64 Red PCGS, superb 
color but lightly flecked with carbon; and a 1905 MS 64 Red PCGS, 
sharply struck with streaky red color.

Warm reddish-yellow color 
overall with brown accents on the reverse. A bit softly struck at the 
top of the headdress, as usually found.

This 
gem has glassy, lightly colored surfaces with a few minuscule car¬ 
bon flecks overall. 
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109 1864 Bronze PR 65 Red PCGS. One of the most elusive of all small 
cent proofs, although its estimated mintage of just 150 pieces may 
be slightly on the low side. Gems of this date can, only infrequently, 
be found under the Red and Brown color designation, but pieces 
meeting the criteria for full Red quality are genuinely rare. This out¬ 
standing ‘64 Bronze proof is virtually as struck, showing only a 
whisper of mellowing and all of its natural brilliance. A real prize for 
the Indian cent specialist. Population: 5 in PR 65, 1 higher. 

110 1868 PR 65 Red and Brown NGC. The mirrored fields provide a 
bright backdrop to the iridescent red and blue surfaces of this early 
gem proof. 

111 1869 PR 65 Red and Brown NGC. Flashes of bright rose and green- 
gold iridescence rest atop glassy, mirrored surfaces. One of a report¬ 
ed 600 proofs issued. 

112 1879 PR 63 Red and Brown ANACS. Lightly toned and original in 
appearance, with clean surfaces. 

113 1879 PR 65 Red and Brown PCGS. Deeply reflective and slightly 

114 1879 PR 64 Red PCGS. This is a fully reflective proof, with shim¬ 
mering surfaces and a slightly orange cast. A higher grade is deterred 
by light fingerprint remnants, and some minute contact marks on the 
chin. This remains a very attractive, not to mention, high grade 
example of the 3,200 proofs originally struck in 1879. 

115 1880 PR 63 Red and Brown ANACS. Deep, coppery-bronze color 
accents both sides of this attractive proof Indian cent. 

116 1880 PR 66 Red and Brown PCGS. The surfaces still retain most of 
the original mint red, but there is a pronounced overlay of mint- 
green color on each side. A superb gem with lots of eye appeal. 

117 1881 PR 64 Red PCGS. Pinkish-red color with only moderately 
reflective fields. 

118 1883 PR 63 Red and Brown PCGS; 1889 PR 64 Brown PCGS, dark; 
and a 1904 PR 63 Red and Brown PCGS, much cherry-red color 
remains. (Total: 3 coins) 

119 1883 PR 65 Red and Brown NGC. A superb, blemish-free specimen, 
with interesting toning. The deeply mirrored obverse shines in all its 
resplendent glory, while the reverse displays a light coating of iri¬ 
descent lavender. This one must be seen to be appreciated, and sure¬ 
ly will fit in the most discriminating set. 

120 1885 PR 64 Red PCGS. Brightly reflective with the trace of a fin¬ 
gerprint on the lower obverse. 

121 1886 PR 65 Brown PCGS. Type One. Deep green and blue toning, 
probably from an old Wayte Raymond envelope. The scarcer of the 
two varieties with only 1,800 pieces struck. 

122 1886 PR 65 Brown NGC. Type Two. Very deeply patinated. 

123 1890 PR 65 Red and Brown PCGS. Even, deep bronze color with no 
discernible distractions. 

124 1890 PR 65 Red NGC. Deeply reflective fields with a bright golden 
appearance. Although the ‘90 is not considered rare, it is one of the 
more elusive dates in the late series. Population: 6 in PR 65, none 
finer. 

125 1896 PR 64 Red and Brown PCGS. Deep, sunset-red colorations are 
present on both sides, as are some scattered carbon flecks. 

126 1897 PR 65 Red and Brown NGC. Deep cherry-red and turquoise- 
blue color with bright, reflective surfaces.

CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DIMES 


253 1839 No Drapery MS 64 PCGS. V-l. Close, heavy digits in the date 
with an extra point on star 11. A scarcer issue than the mintage fig¬ 
ures would indicate as many coins reported for this year bore the 
date 1838. Subdued, satiny luster beneath gray-gold patina that 
lightens only in the lower left portion of the obverse. 

254 1840 No Drapery MS 64 NGC. An attractive, original coin evenly 
toned a rose-violet color with deep-blue patination at the borders. 
Very clean with no noticeable marks and a bold strike. 

255 1841 MS 61 PCGS. A deeply toned example overlaid on both 
obverse and reverse in steel-golden color with red highlights on the 
reverse. 


256 1843 MS 65 PCGS. Sparkling mint luster is accented by a hint of 
golden color on each side and there are no obvious or detracting 
marks. While not elusive in lower grades, the 1843 is quite a chal¬ 
lenge in gem condition with only 5 coins so graded by PCGS (6/97) 
and 3 finer. 

257 1845 MS 66 PCGS. This is the doubled date variety listed as Breen 
3039 and Valentine 5 which displays deep russet and multicolored 
hues on the obverse with iridescent blue, red, and gold on the 
reverse. Potentially a Condition Census coin as PCGS has graded 
just 11 pieces MS 66 with only 5 finer, irrespective of the variety. 

258 1845 MS 66 NGC. A very attractive example of the scarce Stars 
type. The strike is atypically complete in all areas including the 
peripheral stars on the obverse and it is essentially untoned. NGC 
population 4 with only 1 higher. 

259 1854-0 Arrows MS 64 PCGS. Essentially untoned and satiny, with 
strong details in all areas. Very scarce at the mint state level, turning 
up with only slightly greater frequency than the much lower mintage 
‘55-0 half dime. 

260 1856-0 MS 64 PCGS. Moderately toned in russet and silver-gray 
shades with the underlying surfaces being mostly mark-free and lus¬ 
trous. A scarcer O-mint half dime at all levels of mint state. 
Population: 3 in 64, 5 higher. 

261 1857 MS 61 ANACS, light blue toning and not too well struck; 1838 
Large Stars dime AU 58 ANACS, light gray and choice; and an 1877 
quarter AU 50 ANACS, lustrous silver-gray with clean surfaces. 
(Total: 3 coins) 


262 1857 MS 66 NGC. Exceptionally well struck including the stars, 
this semi-reflective gem is white with some coppery-golden tone at 
the peripheries. Atypical for another reason in that it displays no evi¬ 
dence of die clashing which is so prevalent for the era. Population: 
23 with 3 higher. 

263 1858-0 MS 64 NGC. Well struck, and with good luster, a hint of 
smoky-golden patina is seen peripherally. Struck from heavily 
clashed dies that show the E of DIME beneath the crooked arm of 
Liberty. One of the more available O-mint half dimes because of the 
appearance of a small hoard several years ago 

264 1859-0 MS 64 NGC. A choice, original piece with lustrous surfaces 
and virtually no detracting marks. Struck with a noticeably clashed 
obverse die. Light gold toning on both sides and very appealing. 

265 1866 MS 64 PCGS. Untoned with watery prooflike surfaces that 
could easily be confused with a proof, although much scarcer as a 
business strike. Faint die clashing on the obverse, as nearly always 
on this elusive issue of just 10,000 pieces. 

266 1866-S AU 58 NGC. A lesser seen S-mint half dime with virtually 
all of its original luster intact. The obverse is partially framed in 
steel-violet hues and deeper reddish-brown toning dominates the 
reverse. 

267 1868 MS 65 PCGS. A very scarce business strike with only 88,000 
pieces minted. This coin has bright white surfaces that are fully 
prooflike, especially on the reverse. A slight cameo effect further 
adds to the allure. Population: just 8 with only 2 higher. 


268 1869 MS 63 PCGS. Well struck in most areas but showing some 
slight softness of detail on the head of Liberty. The surfaces are 
essentially untoned, but the luster is a bit too subdued for a finer 
grade. 

269 1871 MS 61 PCGS. Deeply and rather drearily toned on both sides. 

270 1872 MS 65 NGC. Sharp and satiny, with reddish-gold and cobalt- 
blue toning about the peripheries. Some faint die clashing is seen 
surrounding the portrait of Liberty. 

271 1872-S MS 62 PCGS. Mintmark Above Bow. A bit softly struck, as 
usual, but with very subdued luster and a somewhat dull, silver-gray 
appearance.

272 1858 PR 64 NGC. Initial year of stepped-up proof production for 
collectors and one of an estimated 80-100 pieces struck. Both sides 
exhibit full, watery brilliance and no toning. 

273 1865 PR 66 PCGS. A low total mintage issue of only 13,000 busi¬ 
ness strikes and 500 proofs, producing significant date pressure on 
the few remaining proofs. A diamond sharp strike is enhanced by 
unfathomable depth of mirrored reflectivity in the fields with an 
abundance of deep sea-green, blue, and yellow splashes on the 
obverse and a mottled tone on the reverse. Population: 8 with none 
higher. 

CERTIFIED EARLY DIMES 


274 1796 XF 45 NGC. JR-5, R.5. First year of issue and always a pop¬ 
ular date with collectors. Both sides exhibit a natural, medium char- 
coal-gray appearance. Well defined for the grade with several diag¬ 
onal scratches on the reverse. 

275 1798/97 16 Stars on Reverse MS 62 NGC. JR-1, R.3. From the 
same reverse die as the elusive 1797 quarter eagle. Deep steel-blue 
toning, shading to antique-gold in the more protected areas. There is 
a hint of weakness in Liberty’s central curls and more obvious flat¬ 
ness on the eagle’s breast just above the shield. One of a dozen or so 
mint state pieces extant. 

276 1807 AU 58 NGC. JR-1, the only variety of the year. Much of the 
original mint luster still remains under greenish-gray and rose-gold 
toning. Strongly struck in the centers with expected softness on the 
left side of the obverse. An old, curved scratch is noticed on 
Liberty’s neck and very near it is die clashing beneath her chin. 

CERTIFIED BUST DIMES 


277 1823/2 MS 64 NGC. JR-1, R.3. A scarcer variety and seldom seen 
in such lofty condition. Each side has deep, cobalt-blue patina with 
bright rose colored accents around the periphery on the obverse. 
Sharply struck. Undoubtedly one of the finest known of the variety. 

278 1829 MS 65 PCGS. JR-12, R.3. A scarcer variety of the year and 
most likely the finest example known, being marginally finer than 
the Allen Lovejoy, JR reference plate coin. Both sides are extreme¬ 
ly well struck, even on the eagle’s head, with delicate golden patina 
framing satiny surfaces. 

279 1833 XF 40 PCGS, final 3 in the date high, a well balanced, medi¬ 
um-gray example; and a 1909 MS 64 PCGS, shimmering-white, 
ultra-frosty surfaces with only a few tiny facial marks holding back 
the grade. (Total: 2 coins) 

280 1835 MS 63 NGC. JR-6, R.4. Deeply toned with blue, copper, and 
russet colors on both sides. An affordable type coin.

281 1838 Large Stars MS 66 NGC. Intricately detailed with blushes of 

soft golden toning on the obverse and a satiny, blemish-free appear¬ 
ance. A squiggly die flaw is seen between ONE and DIME on the 
reverse. Population: 8 in 66, 4 finer. 
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282 1845 MS 64 PCGS. Bright, satiny luster with average or better 
sharpness and only a few minor marks. The 1845 is one of just a few 
early Stars Obverse issues to occasionally show up in mint state 
grades, but is prohibitively rare as a gem. Population: 14 in 64, none 
are higher. 

283 1853 Arrows MS 64 NGC. Fully struck and mostly untoned with just 
the vaguest hint of golden-brown patina surrounding the devices. 
Only microscopic marks show on either side, but there are die clash 
marks in the fields and a small planchet flake out of the upper left 
obverse field beside Liberty’s arm. 

284 1856 MS 64 PCGS. Essentially brilliant and well struck overall. 
Stars Obverse dimes are at least five times scarcer than their Legend 
counterparts. 

285 1857 MS 62 NGC. Satiny and reasonably sharp, with faint die clash¬ 
ing on both sides and evidence of die rust on Liberty’s bent arm. 

286 1857-0 MS 64 NGC. Sharply struck with deep, multicolored toning 
over both sides. A scarcer issue in high grades and seldom found this 
nice. For the advanced collection. 

287 1876 MS 66 PCGS. This smooth gem displays clean surfaces and 
lively luster that peeks through multicolored, peripheral toning on 
the obverse, the reverse is similar with a peripheral cobalt-blue and 
golden ring. Population: 7 in 66, 2 finer. 

288 1876-CC MS 64 NGC. Deep russet and sea-green accents on the 
obverse, more uniform golden-gray and apple-green toning covers 
the opposite side. 

289 1877-CC MS 64 NGC. A lovely example of this popular Carson City 
dime. The surfaces are overlaid with deep rose, gray, and turquoise 
patina that is accented with good underlying luster. Sharply struck 
and quite a nice type coin.

Intense satiny-white luster with devices that are 
well frosted. 

293 1883 MS 66 NGC. Boldly struck with an even overlay of iridescent 
blue, lavender, and gold on each side. Population: 14 in 66, 5 finer. 

294 1886 MS 65 NGC. Toned in rich, golden-gray hues on the obverse; 
the reverse is deeper in similar colors with red and green accents. 
Well struck, very attractive to the eye, and fully original.

Brightly lustrous with soft golden accents, pri¬ 
marily on the obverse. The highest mintage O-mint Barber dime, but 
hardly common at the uncirculated level. 

305 1906-D MS 64 PCGS. Subtly prooflike under a colorful blanket of 
gray and iridescent toning. Minor facial marks from gem quality. 
First year of Denver mint production. 

306 1906-D MS 66 NGC. An original gem with exceptionally clean sur¬ 
faces and deep toning in shades of crimson and blue over the 
obverse, the reverse is lighter in the center with deepening golden 
shades toward the border. Population: 5 in 66, none finer. 

307 1907-S MS 66 NGC. The fully struck surfaces are virtually mark 
free, have thick, frosty luster, and are essentially untoned. For the 
variety buff, it also happens to have a repunched mint mark (RPM). 
Easily among the finest 1907-S dimes extant. Population: 1 in 66, 
none finer. 

308 1908-D MS 65 PCGS. An attractive gem that is handsomely toned 
jade-green overall with golden-rose accents at the margins.

314 1896 PR 64 NGC. A strongly contrasted cameo proof with hints of 
toning at the edges. 

315 1896 PR 65 NGC. Lovely light gold toning in the fields, lighter on 
the frosted devices. Superb in every respect. 

316 1900 PR 64 NGC. A starkly contrasted proof Barber dime with light 
brown and lilac toning at the edges.

324 1916 MS 66 Full Bands NGC. Speckled gold toning on both sides 
and very boldly struck. The Philadelphia Mint really cranked up the 
pressure to coin these new issues, and many survive in stunning 
grades to please today’s collectors. 

325 1916-D Cleaned—EF Details—Net VF 20 ANACS. The cleaning on 
this popular key is really not that distracting, not even very notice¬ 
able, and the surfaces have begun to tone back in golden shades 
about the edges.

grades, from a mintage of 67,000 pieces. Milky rose-gray surfaces 
with occasional violet hues about the devices. 


1942- S MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. Intensely lustrous and fully bril¬ 
liant overall.

Lightly toned with satiny luster and an 
exceptionally sharp strike. The luster is a bit too subdued for a finer 
grade. 

475 1874 Arrows MS 64 PCGS. Basically untoned with clean, satiny- 
textured surfaces and a series of peripheral die breaks on the 
obverse. High grade business strikes are not often available for this 
two-year design change type coin.

Deep cobalt-blue toning on the obverse paired 
with a much lighter, rose tinted reverse that also shows some soft¬ 
ness of strike. 

484 1873 No Arrows PR 63 NGC. Light golden toning about the periph¬ 
ery and free of handling marks, save for the ever-present hairlines 
which plague these early proofs. An important issue that rolled off 
the presses just prior to the next weight adjustment, and hence 
arrows, on later 1873s.

Strange and rather unpleasant color on both 
sides, typical surfaces for the grade. 

488 1895-S MS 65 PCGS. A very attractive original coin with light 
golden-brown patina on the obverse and dazzling cartwheel luster on 
the reverse. The strike is bold and the cheek is exceptionally clean. 
Near the top of the Condition Census as only 1 has been graded by 
PCGS with 1 higher. 

489 1899 MS 64 NGC. The frosted surfaces are covered with jade-green 
and golden-rose toning, and the coin’s overall presentation is that of 
a full-blown gem.

630 1881-S MS 65 PCGS. Untoned and fresh from a bag, without the 
usual blemishes. 

631 1881-S MS 65 NGC, eight pieces, all brilliant or nearly so and dis¬ 
playing clean, frosty features. (Total: 8 coins) 

632 1881-S MS 66 PCGS. Breathtaking quality, the surfaces are almost 
flawless and the luster is bright and fully hosted. 


633 1881-S MS 66 PCGS. An especially clean example of this common 
date with a hint of gold on the periphery and very frosty. 

634 1881-S MS 66 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A stunning coin that 
boasts frosty devices and deeply mirrored fields on both sides. Only 
minor disturbances in the frost of Liberty’s cheek from perfection, 
the delicate fields have a few trivial contact marks. An impressive 
example of this common date in superlative condition. 

635 1882 MS 66 NGC. A satiny gem with abundant frost and a ring of 
gold toning about the peripheries. Delightfully clean cheek and 

636 1882 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Clean surfaces for the 
grade and showing excellent contrast. 

637 1882-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Bright, white, and 
flashy along with moderately deep fields. 

638 1882-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Essentially untoned 
with appreciable field-to-device contrast. 

639 1882-0 MS 65 NGC. Hints of gold are starting to form on both 
sides, and the coin has radiant luster and choice surfaces for the 
grade. 

640 1882-S MS 65 PCGS. Untoned and frosty on the obverse, the 
reverse with a blush of gold toning. Clean and desirable. 

641 1882-S MS 66 PCGS. A vibrant, nearly mark-free specimen, 
untoned overall and typically sharply defined. 

642 1883 MS 64 PCGS, multicolored toning at the left obverse maigin; 
1888 MS 64 PCGS; 1890-S MS 63 PCGS; 1891 MS 63 PCGS, quite 
frosty for the issue; 1896 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike, reddish- 
gold toning frames the reverse; 1902 MS 64 PCGS; and a 1903 MS 
63 PCGS. (Total: 7 coins) 

643 1883 MS 65 PCGS. Frosty and without toning. A sparkling gem. 

644 1883 MS 65 NGC, four pieces, two with satiny fields and the other 
two more semi-reflective in appearance. (Total: 4 coins) 

645 1883-CC MS 63 NGC; and an 1887-S MS 61 NGC. both very light¬ 
ly toned and frosty. (Total: 2 coins.) 

646 1883-CC MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Richly frosted with very light 
peripheral toning over heavy satiny surfaces. 

647 1883-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. A gorgeous example 
with golden toning along the periphery and great contrast between 
the devices and fields. 

648 1883-0 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Virtually white with just a hint of 
golden toning at the extreme edges along with nice cartwheel luster. 

649 1883-S AU 58 ANACS. Almost completely lustrous and brilliant 
save for two spots at the upper reverse border. 

650 1884-CC MS 65 NGC. A jewel with blazing luster and a clean cheek 
on Liberty. Completely without toning. 

651 1884-CC MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Strongly struck with white surfaces 
and brilliant cartwheel luster. 

652 1884-0 MS 64 NGC; 1885-0 MS 64 NGC; and an 1887 MS 63 
NGC, each with varying degrees of gold and russet toning. (Total: 3 
coins) 

653 1884-0 MS 65 NGC. A blast of luster subdued by a blush of gold 
toning. 

654 1884-0 MS 67 NGC. A near-flawless specimen, satiny, and 
untoned, without a hint of peripheral color, with razor sharp central 
details. Although a common dollar even in MS 65 condition, the ‘84- 
O is surprisingly difficult as an MS 67 and should never be grouped 
with the far more obtainable early S-mints. 
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1884-S AU 50 ANACS. Mostly brilliant with a generous amount of 
mint luster still in evidence in the fields. 

1884- S MS 60 NGC. Clean for the grade, with few significant 
marks. Untoned which confirms this coin’s mint state status. 

1885- CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Strong cartwheel lus¬ 
ter over predominantly white surfaces and light russet tones at 12 
o’clock on the obverse. 

1885-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Mostly brilliant with 
good frost on the devices. A popular low mintage issue. 

1885-S MS 64 NGC. Frosty and bright throughout, with excellent 
surfaces and lots of luster. 

1885-S MS 64 PCGS; 1902-0 MS 65 PCGS; and a 1904 MS 63 
PCGS, each is choice for the grade. (Total: 3 coins) 

1885-S MS 65 PCGS. Sunset-gold toning on the obverse, a bit 
lighter on the reverse. Clean for the grade. 

1886 MS 65 PCGS (two pieces). A well matched pair, each is 
untoned and frosty. (Total: 2 coins.) 

1887 MS 65 ANACS. Thick, satiny brilliance with coppery-gold 
toning here and there about the borders. 

1887 MS 65 PCGS. A blazing white example. 

1887-0 MS 62 PCGS. Fully lustrous and essentially untoned, the 
centers are not fully struck up. Still, a conservatively graded piece. 

1887-0 MS 62 PCGS. Softly struck in the centers with minimal 
abrasions and slightly subdued luster on the obverse. 

1887-0 MS 64 PCGS. Blue and russet toning on the obverse, much 
lighter gold on the reverse. Choice for the grade. 

1887-0 MS 64 Prooflike NGC. Clean for the grade with the delicate 
fields showing few of the oft-seen annoying abrasions. Untoned and 
original. 

1887- 0 MS 64 Prooflike NGC. A vibrant, untoned specimen that 
combines a typical strike with refreshingly bright surfaces. A few 
field marks on the obverse limit the grade. 

1888- 0 MS 64 NGC, ten pieces, a couple showing light to moderate 
toning while the balance is brilliant and well struck. (Total: 10 coins) 

1888-0 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Great contrast and 
untoned. 

1888- S MS 64 NGC. Untoned and frosty throughout. Well struck. 

1889 MS 65 PCGS, untoned with scintillating luster and excellent 
sharpness in the centers, gems of this issue are far scarcer than their 
high mintage would suggest; and a 1921-D MS 65 PCGS, speckled, 
milky patina in the centers, most noticeable on the reverse. (Total: 2 
coins) 

1889- S MS 64 NGC. One tiny planchet lamination below OF on the 
reverse. Untoned and very choice. 

1890 MS 64 PCGS. This is a smooth-cheeked gem that is untoned. 
It is well defined on the hair over the ear, but does show the charac¬ 
teristic softness on the eagle’s breast. An immaculate coin with soft, 
frosted luster. 

1890- CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Frost on the devices 
contrasts with the mirror fields. Untoned. 

1890-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Well struck with 
glassy, mirrored fields and golden toning splashed across each side. 

1890-0 MS 64 PCGS. The strike is fairly typical for the issue, with 
an essentially untoned appearance. Still, an attractive example. 


679 1890-0 MS 64 PCGS. Frosty and white, with clean surfaces. 

680 1890-0 MS 63 Prooflike NGC. Untoned, frosty devices and nicely 
mirrored fields. 

681 1890-0 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Untoned throughout, 
with frosty devices and well mirrored fields. 

682 1891 MS 64 NGC. Lustrous and well struck, with a single short 
grease stain (as struck) on the upper reverse, untoned. 

683 1891-CC MS 63 PCGS. Except for a few slidemarks on Liberty’s 
cheek, this frosty, untoned specimen would surely grade a point or 
so higher. 

684 1891 -CC MS 63 NGC. Well struck on both sides with just a blush of 
gold toning. 

685 1891-CC MS 64 PCGS. A virtual gem with a blush of golden toning 
at the borders on each side. 

686 1891-0 MS 62 PCGS. A clean, deeply lustrous example displaying 
a typically soft strike in the centers that limits the grade. 

687 1891 -O MS 64 NGC. A predominantly white example of one of the 
more difficult Morgan dollars to acquire in high grades. The strike is 
soft over the ear and on the eagle’s breast, yet is certainly better than 
average. 

688 1891-S MS 64 PCGS. Vibrant and fresh, without toning. 

689 1892 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Light cloudy toning and choice. 

690 1892-CC MS 63 PCGS. Fully brilliant with well defined centers and 
satin-like fields on both sides. 

691 1893-CC AU 50 ANACS. Typically soft on the central details, this 
piece has smooth surfaces with a good deal of the luster remaining. 

692 1893-CC MS 61 Prooflike PCGS. Bright and white with frosty lus¬ 
ter and probably kept from a higher grade by the typically soft strike 
characteristics. 

693 1893-S VF 20 ANACS. Evenly wom and “perfect” for the grade 
with no problems apparent on either side. 

694 1894-S MS 63 PCGS. A scarcer San Francisco Morgan showing a 
normal number of surface marks, consistent with the grade. Bright 
and lustrous. 

695 1895-0 AU 55 ANACS. An appealing, essentially “slider” example 
of this elusive Morgan dollar issue. The surfaces are almost com¬ 
pletely lustrous and hint of golden peripheral color. 

696 1896-0 AU 55 ANACS. Virtually untoned with only a few scuffy 
obverse surface marks. Well struck and uncommonly lustrous. 

697 1897-0 AU 58 NGC. Original silver-gray surfaces with crimson and 
blue colors at the borders. Above average sharpness in the areas over 
Liberty’s ear and on the eagle’s breast, only the slightest amount of 
wear shows on the highpoints. 

698 1897-0 AU 58 ANACS. Well struck with the substandard luster that 
is expected on this generally drab issue. There are suggestions of 
light golden color on either side. 

699 1897-S MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with bright, semi-reflective fields. 
The surfaces are brilliant with a few contact marks on the obverse 
away from full gem classification. 

700 1897-S MS 64 PCGS. White and frosty. 

701 1898-0 MS 65 PCGS. Untoned save for a small blotch of gold locat¬ 
ed at the top of Liberty’s cap. 
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702 1898-0 MS 66 PCGS. Superb surfaces with bright, coruscating lus¬ 
ter. There are virtually no abrasions on either side and the coin is 
fully brilliant. The only flaw we can find is a slight softness of strike 
in the centers. 

703 1898-S MS 63 PCGS. Untoned and frosty on the obverse, just a hint 
of gold on the reverse. 

704 1899 MS 64 PCGS. Light golden toning on both sides. 

705 1900-0 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A moderately abraded 
example that is mostly brilliant. 

706 1900-0/CC MS 64 PCGS. A brilliant and well struck coin that 
shows a fair amount of both Cs to the unaided eye. 

707 1901 AU 50 ANACS. Brilliant, except for an occasional dab of blue 
about the edges, with only minor scuffiness from a brief stint in cir¬ 
culation. High grade, yet affordable, quality for this scarce P-mint. 

708 1901 AU 50 ANACS. More satiny and displaying less vibrancy than 
the previous example, with dark toning on the edge below the date. 

709 1901 MS 61 ANACS. Mottled golden-brown and purple toning cov¬ 
ers both sides of this satiny mint state example. Just a bit softly 
struck in the centers with a number of small abrasions scattered 
about. A very scarce issue in mint condition; in fact, one of the five 
most difficult condition rarities in the entire series of Morgans. 

710 1902 MS 66 PCGS. Russet and blue toning on both sides, even on 
the reverse, with a horizontal band on the obverse with little toning. 
Excellent surfaces. 

711 1902-S MS 63 NGC. A blush of gold toning on both sides. 

712 1903 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. A fully struck, no-contrast prooflike 
dollar with clear, sparkling fields and only hint of color on each side. 

713 1903-0 MS 62 NGC. Brilliant and nearly two generations removed 
from its status as a rare Morgan dollar issue. 

714 1903-0 MS 64 NGC. Untoned and choice for the grade 

715 1903-SVF30 ANACS; 1903-S VF35 ANACS; and a 1903-S XF40 
ANACS, all natural gray examples that were submitted in sequence. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

716 1904-0 MS 65 NGC. Untoned and brilliant, a bit soft on the eagle’s 
breast. 

717 1904-S XF 40 NGC. Medium to dark steel-gray, typical of a circu¬ 
lated Morgan dollar. 

718 1921 -S MS 65 NGC. Lovely gold color on the obverse, untoned on 
the reverse. Well struck and very lustrous. 

CERTIFIED PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 


719 1886 PR 64 NGC. Bright and white with medium contrast between 
the devices and deeply mirrored fields. 

720 1890 PR 64 PCGS. Deep mirrors and lightly frosted devices produce 
a moderate cameo contrast. A light gray-gold haze mostly masks the 
scattered light hairlines that account for the grade. 

721 1891 PR 58 ANACS. Deep smoky-gray toning on both sides. A 
proof that spent a brief time in circulation. 

722 1892 PR 58 PCGS. Most of the proof surface remains, but a few too 
many marks on the surfaces apparently from brief circulation. 

723 1899 PR 61 PCGS. Faint golden toning on both sides, the fields have 
the usual hairlines, but the surfaces are still better than many seen. 

724 1903 PR 50 PCGS. Some original proof surface remains near the let¬ 
tering and devices, this one spent some time in circulation. Clean for 
the grade. 


CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 


725 1921 MS 63 NGC. A nicely toned example, splashed in rose-gold 
and russet hues on the obverse while the reverse is somewhat lighter 
tinted. The strike is a trifle soft, as nearly always, in Liberty’s curls 
and on the eagle’s feathers. 

726 1921 MS 64 PCGS. Fully lustrous, but a bit soft in the centers. Both 
sides are white and completely untoned. This is a lovely example of 
this one-year type, high relief Peace Dollar. 

727 1921 MS 64 NGC. Light golden toning is just starting to form. Well 
struck, but not quite full on Liberty’s curls or on the eagle’s wing 
near the junction with the leg. Excellent surfaces. 

728 1921 MS 64 NGC. A popular, first year of issue date in the Peace 
dollar series. This example is well struck and shows a hint of light, 
original toning. 

729 1921 MS 64 NGC. An originally toned coin that displays rich, medi¬ 
um density golden-gray patina over each side with strong underlying 
mint luster. Not fully struck, as usual, with few abrasions. First of 
two pieces that have obviously been together since the year of issue, 
the toning is so similar. 

730 1921 MS 64 NGC. Second of two lovely, originally preserved 1921 
dollars from the same source. This piece is sharply struck (very near¬ 
ly full) and a bit lighter in color than the previous coin. Also pristine 
with sparkling mint luster. 

731 1921 MS 64 NGC. Ample and complete luster throughout, with 
some softness in the strike at the centers. Untoned and undiminished 
in every way. 

732 1921 MS 65 NGC. Light gold toning on both sides, hugging the 
devices. Well struck, but not quite full on the highest devices. Scarce 
and always in demand in full gem grades, and seldom found better. 

733 1922 MS 63 PCGS; 1922-D MS 63 PCGS; (3) 1923 MS 63 PCGS; 
and a 1925 MS 63 PCGS, all brilliant. (Total; 6 coins) 

734 1922-D MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant and well struck with dazzling white 
mint frost and only a few inconsequential abrasions scattered across 
the obverse. 


735 1922-D MS 65 PCGS, intense cartwheel brilliance and snow-white 
devices; 1926-S MS 63; 1928-S MS 63 PCGS, blushes of pale vio¬ 
let color across the portrait; and a 1934-D MS 63 PCGS, virtually 
untoned and highly lustrous. (Total: 4 coins) 

736 1923-S MS 64 PCGS. Fully lustrous but a bit too softly struck in the 
centers to qualify for a finer grade. 

737 1924 MS 65 PCGS, a light coating of silver-gray patina rests atop 
the satiny, almost matte, surfaces; 1893 Columbian Exposition AU 
58 PCGS, colorful peripheral toning on the obverse, and a 1951-S 
Booker T. Washington MS 65 PCGS, exceptionally clean and bright. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

738 1924 MS 66 PCGS. Blazing-white with undiminished luster and 
original mint surfaces. Nearly free of bagmarks. 

739 1926 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous with a sharp strike, both sides exhibit 
some water spotting. 

740 1926-D MS 65 NGC. The lustrous surfaces are masked by mottled 
russet toning and show no detracting marks. Well struck. 

741 1926-D MS 65 NGC. A blazer with just a hint of toning at the 
periphery. The obverse is wonderfully clean for the grade, the only 
mark worthy of note is a peripheral slide line on the left side, the 
reverse shows a few more scattered about. Boldly impressed and 
really outstanding. 

742 1927 MS 61 NGC. Untoned save for a tidbit of color at the reverse 
rim. Blazing luster and choice for the grade, but a few bagmarks 
from choice. 
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743 1934 MS 64 NGC. Full, satiny brilliance and a bold strike are 
accented with a bit of milky patina over each side. 

744 1934 MS 65 NGC. A light gold band is noted along the obverse rim, 
lighter on the reverse. The centers are bright and awash in luster. 
Boldly struck and quite spectacular. 

745 1934 MS 65 NGC. Blazing luster beneath a shadowy russet-rose 
layer of toning. The fields and devices are free of abrasions. An 
impressive rarity in this grade. 

746 1935 MS 64 PCGS. Thick, creamy luster with only a few minor 
marks on the reverse. This issue tends to come nice, but this is an 
upper-end piece even for the date. 

747 1935 MS 65 NGC. A glorious example of this elusive date in gem 
condition. Light golden toning atop frosty surfaces. Well struck. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 

748 1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 63 PCGS. Intricately 
detailed with strong mint luster and very clean surfaces. 
Conservatively graded. 

749 1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 64 NGC. Boldly detailed 
and exhibiting a pleasing, satiny finish over both sides. 

750 1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 64 NGC. Lighter in color 
and with a much brighter, satiny finish than the preceding example, 
but similarly bold. 

751 1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 65 PCGS. A scintillating 
gold dollar that is virtually flawless and shows rich reddish-orange 
color over both sides. Bold and beautiful. 

752 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous and 
attractively toned with a couple of light copper stains on each side. 
A nice coin for the grade. 

753 1904 Lewis and Clark MS 64 PCGS. Sharply defined, the bright, 
satin-like luster is accented with reddish patina at the margins, giv¬ 
ing the coin an added element of visual appeal missing from many 
examples of this key commemorative type. 

754 1905 Lewis and Clark MS 62 NGC. Lustrous with a pale pinkish- 
gold coloration throughout. Only a wispy hairline or two and a few 
obverse facial marks can be seen under magnification. 

755 1905 Lewis and Clark MS 62 PCGS. Minor hairlines in the fields 
and with great color and luster. 

756 1905 Lewis and Clark MS 64 PCGS. Mildly prooflike with even 
golden color and just a wispy hairline or two from gem status for this 
scarce issue. 

757 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 63 NGC. Orange toning 
accents brightly lustrous surfaces. 

758 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 63 PCGS. Deep golden 
color over clean surfaces for the grade. 

759 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 64 PCGS. A handsome, 
near-gem specimen that is accented in rich orange-gold hues. 

760 1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle MS 63 PCGS. Original satiny 
luster with frosted features and only a few modest surface marks. 
This popular issue is one of the keys to the commemorative gold 
series. 

761 1916 McKinley MS 63 NGC. Rich orange patina gives this lustrous 
example the immediate appearance of a higher grade. 

762 1917 McKinley MS 62 PCGS. Fully lustrous but a trifle scuffy on 
the portrait of our 3rd slain President. 

763 1917 McKinley MS 65 NGC. One of the more difficult issues in 
this state of preservation and nearly twice as scarce as the 1916 
issue. Shimmering luster with color that is most pleasing. 
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764 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 NGC. Satiny and surely finer if not 
for a vertical blemish to the right of Independence Hall. 

765 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 NGC. Attractive color and luster, with 
abrasions that are confined mostly to Liberty’s gown. 

766 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 PCGS. A bright and flashy example of 
a commemorative quarter eagle. 

767 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 PCGS. Deep, rich color with a few 
marks confined mostly to the obverse. Lustrous with good eye 
appeal. 

768 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 PCGS. Rich color and luster, with a 
few minimal contact marks. More attractive than most 63s. Housed 
in an old PCGS holder. 

769 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 NGC. An especially vibrant example 
with pleasing color. 

770 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 NGC. Rich color and luster, with a 
single bothersome carbon spot at the top of the reverse. 

CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLARS 

771 1849 MS 62 PCGS. Choice and original with ample luster to appeal 
to the eye, and clean surfaces. An arcing die crack extends horizon¬ 
tally on the reverse. 

772 1853-0 MS 61 NGC. The 1853-0 is the most available Type One 
gold dollar from the New Orleans mint and can often be located in 
mint condition. This piece shows good mint luster and is well struck. 

The obverse appears to have been struck from slightly rusted dies as 
the central device of Liberty has a granular texture. 

773 1854 Type One MS 63 NGC. A small field scratch on the obverse 
limits the grade on this specimen. The satiny surfaces exhibit well 
struck details. 

774 1854 Type One MS 63 NGC. Totally original with golden-orange 
toning. Light clashing is evident on the reverse. 

775 1854 Type Two AU 53 NGC. While still retaining significant por¬ 
tions of mint luster, the surfaces are rather extensively abraded and 
exhibit unusually deep reddish color. 

776 1854 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. Sharply struck with bright yellow- 
gold color and no clash marks in the fields. A sharp looking exam¬ 
ple of this short-lived type and one that closely resembles a full mint 
state coin. 

777 1854 Type Two AU 58 NGC. Well struck with rich reddish-orange 
golden color and displaying the usual die clash marks in the fields. 

778 1854 Type Two MS 62 PCGS. For an MS 62, this piece has a good 
“look” to it, a look that really transcends the technical grade of the 
coin. Very sharply struck, there is just a bit of softness of strike on 
the hair curls, but the reverse is amazingly well brought up with full 
details on the knot in the lower wreath and strong definition on the 
lettering and digits in the date. Deep patina, both sides show a rich 
reddish-orange color. Just a few trivial marks account for the grade. 

779 1855 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. Bright and quite lustrous, this is a pre¬ 
mium example that is well struck but shows the typically seen die 
clash marks. 

780 1855 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. A fair amount of luster remains. Well 
struck and certainly an affordable alternative to a mint state piece. 

781 1855 Type Two AU 58 NGC. A bit softly struck, especially on the 
reverse, with good portions of mint luster still in evidence. In the left 
obverse field there is a small planchet flake and also a tiny dot of die 
grease. 

782 1855 Type Two AU 58 NGC. Well struck on the obverse with lesser 
details on the reverse. The surfaces are bright and still mostly lus¬ 
trous with no clash marks. 
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783 1855 Type Two AU 58 NGC. Very sharply struck with bright mint 
luster remaining on each side and no evidence of die clashing. 

784 1855 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. Just a bit softly struck and showing 
the usual die clash marks in the fields. Not quite lustrous enough to 
grade mint state. 


785 1855 Type Two AU 58 NGC. Choice save for one microscopic 
scratch on Liberty’s cheek. Excellent color and surfaces. 

786 1855 Type Two MS 62 PCGS. A solid mint state example of this 
always-popular gold type coin. The lustrous surfaces exhibit rich 
golden-rose patina and show no mentionable abrasions, just a small 
alloy spot at 9 o’clock on the reverse. 

787 1858 MS 61 NGC. Frosty and original with clean surfaces for the 
grade. Scarce. 

788 1858-S AU 58 NGC. Light in color with adequate luster remaining. 
Just 10,000 examples were struck of the ‘58-S and many of those 
saw years of circulation. Trends $1,400 in AU 55, $5,250 in MS 60. 

789 1860-S AU 50 NGC. Boldly struck on both sides and wonderfully 
original, with light verdigris in the lettering and devices and a bit of 
luster in the fields. A scarce date. 

790 1876 MS 64 PCGS. The 1876 is the rarest gold dollar struck after 
1875. This coin is typical for the issue with deeply reflective 
prooflike fields (but definitely not a proof) and softness of strike on 
the hair curls. On the reverse, however, the details are quite strong 
with full venation on the leaves and good definition on the bow. One 
of only 23 pieces to have been so graded by PCGS with another 8 in 
higher grades. 

791 1888 MS 63 NGC. Satiny surfaces and exceedingly sharp, only a 
few minor alloy spots overall and a diagonal scratch bisecting the 
obverse limit the grade. 

792 1888 MS 67 PCGS. The exceptionally clean fields seem alive with 
coruscating luster. Fully struck and nearly flawless, this would be 
the perfect piece for a high grade, gold type set. Population: 12 in 67, 
1 finer. 

793 1889 MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck and lustrous with rich orange-gold 
color. A lovely, near-gem example. 

CERTIFIED PROOF GOLD DOLLAR 


794 1886 PR 64 PCGS. Although 1,016 proofs were struck in this year, 

many of the survivors have been cleaned, circulated, or otherwise 
rendered numismatically undesirable. This is a premium coin for the 
grade with bright, flashy fields and little in the way of post-striking 
impairments. There are three curly lint marks in the center of the 
reverse that were struck into the surface of the coin at the time of 
production from static electricity from the cloth that was used to 
wipe the dies. 

CERTIFIED EARLY QUARTER EAGLE 


795 1807 MS 61 NGC. The most commonly encountered date in the 

Heraldic series of quarter eagles, but the term “common” must be 
understood in the context of early gold as only 6,812 pieces were 
struck of this date. This piece has bright surfaces with rich orange- 
gold color, and shows the usual softness of detail in the centers. A 
few minor field marks are noted on the obverse. A few adjustment 
marks are also noted in the center of the reverse. 


CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 


796 1843 AU 50 PCGS. Scarcer than its mintage of 100,546 pieces 
would suggest, the 1843 is a condition rarity in and near mint state. 
Some of the original mint luster remains and there is rich orange- 
gold color overall. 

797 1845 AU 50 PCGS. Moderately scarce in high grades, but one of the 
more commonly encountered dates from the 1840s in all grades. 
Well struck with no important or mentionable marks. 


1846 AU 58 NGC. Breen says the 1846 is “prohibitively rare” in 
Unc, and there have only been 8 pieces graded in mint state by both 
major services, a single MS 62 being the finest. This specimen is as 
nice, or perhaps nicer, than one is likely to find in an uncirculated 
example. It is bright and lustrous and exhibits only the slightest bit 
of friction on the highpoints. 

1849 AU 50 NGC. In actuality, this date is quite scarce and desirable 
in the series. With a moderate mintage of 23,294 coins, the 1849 is 
very difficult to obtain in grades of AU and above as most have been 
circulated more heavily. This specimen is bright and well struck. 
Trends $1,000. 

1852-0 AU 50 PCGS. Well struck on the obverse, but a bit weak on 
the extremities of the eagle, substantial luster remains in the fields. 

1854-0 VF 30 NGC. Well struck and choice on the obverse, the 
reverse with a bit more wear accounting for the grade. Clean fields 
and devices. 


1856- 0 AU 58 NGC. An elusive issue in all grades and an impor¬ 
tant condition rarity in XF or better. This is a pleasing example 
whose surfaces are bright and shimmer with semi-reflectiveness in 
the fields. The strike is strong with softness noted only on the eagle. 

1857- 0 AU 50 NGC. Choice and original with clean surfaces. Well 
struck for this mint. 


1857-0 MS 60 NGC. A very rare and, for the most part, unappreci¬ 
ated Coronet quarter eagle. The mintage of 34,000 pieces is hardly 
impressive, but the attrition rate for this issue was extremely high. 
Seldom are examples located any finer than a low-end AU and we 
would estimate that no more than 4-5 mint state pieces exist. There 
are only a couple of higher graded coins that have been seen by the 
major services. This is a solid mint state piece that is also affordable 
for the collector who wishes to have a mint state coin at a reasonable 
price. Typical for the issue, the fields are semi-prooflike and there is 
the diagnostic striking weakness on the eagle’s left (facing) leg and 
neck, but the obverse is actually rather well brought up. Minimally 
abraded with most of the marks seen in the fields. 


1859-S XF 45 ANACS. As normal, a bit softly struck in the centers. 
This coin exhibits a pleasing red-gold appearance and is a decent 
representative of this scarcer date. 

1862 AU 50 PCGS. Boldly struck with slight wear and golden-red¬ 
dish toning. A pleasing example of this scarce and popular Civil War 


1865-S Fine 12 NGC. An extreme condition rarity among Liberty 
quarter eagles and rated fourth in average grade by Akers in the 
entire series, making the appearance of a Fine not too far below the 
norm for this scarcer date. Softly struck and weakly defined also 
with unusually bright surfaces. 

1870-S XF 40 ANACS. Well struck for this conditionally scarce S- 
mint. The surfaces are mark-free with pinkish highlights and rem¬ 
nants of luster. 

1873 Open 3 AU 55 NGC. Most of the original satiny luster is intact, 
interrupted by numerous abrasions on the reverse. 

1873 Open 3 MS 60 PCGS. Sharply defined with rich reddish color 
and a few field marks that account for the grade. The more common 
of the two varieties. 

1873 Open 3 MS 60 NGC. Fully struck with bright, satiny luster, but 
with a few too many surface marks to grade any higher. 

1873 Closed 3 AU 50 ANACS. Moderately scarce as an issue, but 
three to four times rarer than the common Open 3 variety. Bright in 
color with numerous abrasions and contact marks. 

1873 Closed 3 AU 58 NGC. Sharply struck on the obverse with the 
usual softness on the eagle’s left leg on the reverse. Unusually bright 
with a slight reddish accent of color. 

1873 Closed 3 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny with a touch of softness on the 
upper curls and on the eagle's left leg. The scarcer of the two vari¬ 
eties for this year. Trends $ 1,250. 
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BULLiTS* 


815 1876-S XF 40 PCGS. The second lowest mintage issue among S- 
mint quarter eagles, one of just 5,000 pieces produced, with the bulk 
of the survivors in low grades. This piece shows only slight softness 
of the central details and some reddish color. 

816 1876-S AU 58 NGC. A strong strike for this low mintage (5,000 
pieces) date, with lustrous orange-gold surfaces that are semi¬ 
prooflike. Elusive at any grade level, with pieces approaching mint 
state of the utmost scarcity. 

817 1879 MS 63 PCGS. A bright, satiny specimen that is available in 
mint state in far smaller quantities than the more common dates from 
the 1900s and is quite scarce as the grade exceeds MS 62. Colorful 
sunset-red patina overlays each side. Trends $1,475. 

818 1891 MS 61 NGC. Fully struck. 

819 1893 MS 64 NGC. Clean and well struck, this is an attractive type 
coin with no apparent problems. 

820 1895 MS 62 NGC. Vibrant semi-prooflike fields. Struck from a 
mintage of just 6,000 coins and difficult to locate choice. 

821 1903 MS 61 ANACS. Sharply struck with subdued luster. 

822 1907 MS 65 NGC, Fully struck with bright, frosted luster and show¬ 
ing just a bit of reddish color over each side. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

823 1911 MS 64 NGC. A sharply struck arm’s-length-gem that boasts 
bright luster and an almost blemish-free appearance. 

824 1911-D MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck with surprisingly clean surfaces, 
just not quite lustrous enough to grade any higher. Still, a pleasing 
example of this key date issue. 

825 1912 MS 63 PCGS. An exceptionally nice coin for the grade with 
lustrous surfaces and attractive copper-gold color. Well struck. 

826 1913 MS 64 NGC. Sparkling, lustrous surfaces with a lovely mix¬ 
ture of reddish-gold and subtle sea-green patina. 

827 1914 AU 50 PCGS. Lightly worn with a few minor contact marks on 
the obverse. 

828 1914-D MS 62 PCGS. Quite lustrous for this semi-key, identifiable 
by a small mark above IN GOD WE TRUST and a tiny planchet 
flake to the right of the fourth star. 

829 1914-D MS 63 PCGS. Well struck and very lustrous, a few contact 
marks on the obverse restrict the grade. 

830 1925-D MS 63 NGC. A delightful type coin that has radiant luster 
and shows only the most meaningless marks on each side. 

831 1926 MS 62 PCGS. Frosty surfaces with a dull, subdued appearance. 

832 1927 MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck and light in color overall with a tiny 
diagonal pin scratch above IN GOD WE TRUST on the reverse. 

CERTIFIED PROOF INDIAN QUARTER EAGLE 

833 1913 PR 65 NGC. Of the 165 proofs reportedly minted, the best 
estimate of the number of survivors extant today is 60-75 pieces. It 
would be a mistake to call coins of this date “common,” because 
they certainly are not, however, relative to other dates in this illus¬ 
trious series, one is more likely to locate a 1913 before, say, a 1909 
or a 1915. There are virtually no contact marks and the brighter, 
lighter olive-colored surfaces are exceptionally pleasing. A wonder¬ 
ful example for either the date or for the type. Population: 11 in PR 
65, 7 finer. 


CERTIFIED THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

834 1854 AU 58 NGC. There are a few light handling marks on each side 
and an abundant amount of luster remaining surrounding the 
devices. Popular first year of issue. 

835 1854 MS 62 NGC. Even though one of the more commonly encoun¬ 
tered dates in the series, the 1854 remains a popular issue with col¬ 
lectors because of its status as the first year of issue as well as the 
only year for the Small Letters reverse. This piece is generally well 
struck and shows silky, lustrous surfaces that are all but free from 
any noticeable blemishes. 

836 1856 MS 63 PCGS. While the 1856 is not one of the so-called bet¬ 
ter dates in this low mintage series, the earliness of the date makes it 
popular with collectors. This piece has an above-average strike, with 
better details on the hair curls of Liberty and the reverse wreath than 
found on most coins. We note a slight weakness on the U in UNIT¬ 
ED. The surfaces are softly lustrous, with a hint of orange patination 
over medium golden-yellow fields. There are few abrasions of any 
concern. Specialists will be impressed by the qualities of the coin 
itself, as well as the fact that PCGS has graded only 5 coins finer. 

837 1886 AU 58 PCGS. A rare business strike issue with only 1,000 
pieces produced, this is a date that seldom crosses the auction block. 
This piece boasts rich coppery-gold color over semi-prooflike fields. 
The faint evidence of handling on this coin is visible only with 
strong magnification. David Akers, in his reference work, describes 
only 22 auction appearances which perhaps represents only 12 to 15 
different coins. An opportunity to acquire a legitimately rare coin 
housed in a first-generation PCGS holder. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF EAGLE 


838 1803/2 AU 58 NGC. B. 1-B, M-56, R.4. One of the more available 

dates of the type, the 1803/2 is usually not that well struck, and this 
piece is a pleasant exception with fully defined stars and upper hair 
curls. Minimally abraded for an AU coin, the deep-gold surfaces dis¬ 
play just a touch of friction on the highpoints of the design and there 
is one small area of adjustment marks on the lower reverse. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


839 1839 MS 63 PCGS. First year of the modified design by Christian 
Gobrecht. While many first year type coins were saved at the time of 
issue, there was almost no collector base in this country in 1839 that 
collected each date and mintmark in a given series. As a result, the 
survival of coins such as the 1839 half eagle was more a matter of 
chance than design. This is a charming example that has greater eye 
appeal than its grade would indicate. The surfaces are lustrous and 
peppered with only slight abrasions, and the striking details are 
uncommonly bold. To help trace the pedigree of this important coin, 
there is a small alloy spot on the obverse rim below star 7, another 
by star 8 , and a third to the right of the second S in STATES. 
Population: 1 in 63, only 1 finer. 

840 1840 XF 45 PCGS. Narrow Mill. Boldly struck and choice for the 
grade with some minor handling marks, typical of the grade. Light 
greenish-gold toning throughout. 

841 1840-0 XF 40 PCGS. Narrow Mill. The more commonly seen of the 
two varieties, the Narrow Mill O-mints of 1840 coins are among the 
best produced of all branch mint issues of this year. However, that 
being said the centers are somewhat flat, as usual, but the margins 
are well defined. Traces of luster still remain and overall the coin has 
a pleasing, light greenish-gold color, and there are no mentionable 
abrasions. Trends $925. 

842 1841-D XF 45 ANACS. Sharply detailed in all areas save for the 
eagle’s neck, with an abundance of microscopic field marks on 
either side. Some deep coppery stains are seen here and there about 
the peripheries. Bright overall with considerable luster intact. 

843 1842 ANACS—Sea Salvaged—Large Letters. An MS 60 coin that 
has the detail and at first glance the look of a higher grade. Closer 
examination reveals granular surfaces with evidence of cleaning. 
The scarcer of the two varieties. 

844 1843 AU 50 PCGS. Sharply struck with traces of a reflective surface 
in the fields. A common date in the No Motto series. 
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845 1843 AU 58 NGC. Nice and original although a glass locates the 
usual little fritzy bagmarks attendant to the relatively soft gold 
planchet. Scarce. 

846 1843 AU 58 NGC. Sharply defined and displaying an abundance of 
mint luster for this otherwise common No Motto five. One small 
scratch on the reverse. 

847 1843 MS 63 PCGS. Some numismatists might consider this a com¬ 
mon date from the 1840s, but specialists know just how uncommon 
it is in mint condition. This is one of just four specimens graded by 
PCGS at this level, with none higher. In fact, PCGS has certified 
only 14 examples in any grades of mint state. That alone makes it 
well worth the attention of the specialist. This lustrous example 
shows fewer abrasions than might be expected with this grade, with 
Liberty’s face free from impairments. The fields display a rich, soft, 
golden glow that will encourage bidders to believe that none finer 
exists. 

848 1844 XF 40 PCGS. A moderately scarce date in all grades, certainly 
much more elusive than its substantial mintage would indicate. 

849 1845 XF 45 PCGS. A well struck and pleasingly original half eagle 
that shows a few marks that are consistent with the grade. 

850 1845-D AU 58 NGC. The 1845-D is one of the more commonly 
encountered D-mint fives. However, in Choice AU condition all 
mintmarked gold from this decade must be considered very rare in 
the absolute sense. This is a well struck and attractive piece that is 
minimally abraded and shows rich, even, orange-gold color atop 
original luster in the fields. A rarity in this grade and worthy of the 
finest collection. 

851 1845-0 AU 58 NGC. A solid AU example of this extreme condition 
rarity. The surfaces are boldly detailed in all areas with ample luster. 
Some prooflike surface remains in the fields, and the coin is mini¬ 
mally abraded for the issue. An important rarity in this grade with 
only a couple of coins graded in mint state by the services. 

852 1848 XF 45 ANACS. Bright golden surfaces with numerous small 
field marks. An affordable, yet somewhat uncommon No Motto five. 

853 1850 AU 50 NGC. Choice and original with clean surfaces and 
devices. The strike is bold and full, with every device complete. An 
impressive example. 

854 1854 XF 40 NGC. Rich rose-golden color with several slight field 


855 1855-0 AU 58 NGC. The surfaces on this choice specimen are well 
balanced and exhibit gorgeous original color. Condition Census for 
this elusive issue, with none graded above MS 60 at either service. 
An impressive coin. 

856 1855-S XF 40 PCGS. Very scarce and even more elusive than the 
Dahlonega or Charlotte issues of the same date, although the 
mintage was substantially higher for the San Francisco issue. The 
‘55-S is a condition rarity also with most survivors being well worn. 
Bright overall with numerous surface pecks scattered across each 
side. 

857 1856 MS 62 NGC. A pleasing mint state example of a type that is 
rarely seen in uncirculated grades. This example is struck in a bright, 
orange-gold color. Both sides show ample luster but there are a few 
too many light abrasions to merit a higher grade. A pretty, premium 
quality example of the date. 

858 1865-S VF 20 NGC. One of the major condition rarities in the 
Coronet series of half eagles, the ‘65-S is very elusive above XF and 
is generally only located in Fine or Very Fine. This is an evenly worn 
piece that has bright surfaces with several shallow marks in the 
fields. 


1865-S AU 58 PCGS. A scarce issue overall, the 1865-S is very rare 
above VF, and practically unknown above XF. According to Akers 
research (done some years ago), the ‘65-S ranked second among all 
Coronet fives according to average grade, with the average coin 
grading only Fine-18. This piece is the finest certified by PCGS, and 
it shows virtually no traces of wear. We note a solitary MS 60 exam¬ 
ple certified by NGC as possibly being finer, and suspect that these 
two coins would be close to being twins. The strike is better than 
some S-mint coins of the period, and the color is attractive. Only the 
most trivial abrasions can be seen on either side. This is a rarity that 
will attract the attention of every gold specialist. 

1877-CC XF 40—Cleaned, Tooled—VF 20 Details ANACS. A very 
scarce Carson City issue with a mintage of only 8,680 pieces. 
Smooth, green-gold surfaces have been dulled by an overzealous 
scrubbing and have retained a couple of russet stains along the left 
side of the obverse. Still a scarce issue, even in this grade. 

1887-S MS 63 NGC. Sharply struck with reddish-golden color. 

1892- CC AU 55 NGC. Well above average for this otherwise com¬ 
mon CC five, this coin is sharply defined and only minimally abrad¬ 
ed for the issue and grade. 

1893- S MS 61 NGC. Rich reddish-gold color. 

1894- 0 MS 61 NGC. Prooflike fields but a bit softly struck. A fair¬ 
ly common O-mint with an impressively low mintage of only 16,600 
pieces. 

1896 MS 64 PCGS. A magnificent example of this common date in 
uncommonly high condition. The surfaces and fields are well pre¬ 
served, the color ranges from original gold to a hint of copper-rus¬ 
set, and all the devices are bold. 

1899 MS 63 PCGS. Light golden toning and choice. 

1899 MS 64 NGC. Choice coppery toning on both sides enhance this 
little jewel. Well struck and pleasing. 


1899 MS 64 NGC. Attractively toned a deep orange-gold color, with 
some impurities in the metal about Liberty’s eye and in the field to 
the right of star 4. Otherwise satiny and close to gem quality. 

1901-S MS 62 PCGS. Very lustrous and sharp for the grade. 

1901-S MS 64 PCGS. Well struck in most areas, with smooth, satiny 
luster and only the most trivial surface marks. Rich orange-gold 
color overall. 


1902-S MS 62 PCGS. A nice type coin that shows excellent mint 
luster and strong, golden-orange color. A few minor contact marks 
on the obverse hardly detract from this conservatively graded piece. 

1907-D MS 62 NGC. Lustrous. 


CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 


1908 MS 63 NGC. Brilliant, yellow-gold color. The strike is sharp 
and the surfaces are fully lustrous. A number of bagmarks show on 
the reverse that limit the grade. 

1909-D MS 63 NGC. Lustrous, reddish-golden surfaces and well 
struck throughout. A sharp looking example of this common five- 
dollar Indian. 

1909- D MS 63 NGC. Well struck with much reddish-golden color 
throughout. There are several small contact marks that limit the 
grade. 

1910- S AU 58 ANACS. A scarce date and quite difficult to locate in 
strict mint state, this piece has bright surfaces and shows only a 
minute amount of friction on the high spots. 

1913 MS 64 PCGS. Both sides exhibit a clean, well frosted appear¬ 
ance and a mixture of reddish-gold and olive patina, with few sur¬ 
face marks.

1913-S AU 55 NGC. Slight friction and a few scattered abrasions 
characterise this scarce S-mint five. 

1915 MS 61 AN ACS. Well struck with a some deep orange-gold 
color on each side. Noticeably marked. 

1915 MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck, the matte-like surfaces show 
bright satin-like luster and mildly variegated yellow-gold and 
orange-gold coloration. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 

1843 XF 40 AN ACS. A conditionally scarce Coronet ten that is 
especially elusive above XF. This is a bright, evenly worn example 
with numerous small marks. 

1844-0 XF 45 AN ACS. Original coppery toning with darker high¬ 
lights near the devices. No severe bagmarks. 

1847-0 XF40 ANACS. Somewhat abraded with bright yellow-gold 
color One of the few relatively “common” No Motto tens. Trends 
$375. 

1858-S VF 20 PCGS. The ‘58-S is a rare issue that is, in fact, com¬ 
parable to the more famous 1858 (but nowhere near as well known). 

The original mintage was an impressively low 11,800 pieces, and it 
is seldom located in any grade. This example shows less wear than 
a typical VF 20 coin, but is a trifle scuffy in the fields. 

1858-S AU 50 PCGS. Sharply detailed with ample luster and one 
modestly distracting facial mark. A tiny stain below the 5 in the date 
is this elusive coin’s most identifiable feature. Population: 6 in 50, 3 
finer (none in mint state). 

1883-CC XF 45 NGC. A scarce CC ten and seldom seen any finer 
than XF. This is a choice piece with minimal abrasions and pleasing 
reddish overtones of color. One dark alloy spot is noted at the first 
star on the obverse. Trends $1,150. 

1884 AU 58 NGC. Bright, moderately abraded surfaces. A difficult 
P-mint ten that emerges as a true scarcity in mint state. 

1888- S MS 62 PCGS. Attractive orange patina covers frosty, mod¬ 
erately abraded surfaces. 

1889- S MS 62 PCGS. Semi-prooflike with only a few well scattered 
surface marks. 

1892-CC AU 53 NGC. Lightly marked with a uniform, satiny 
brightness over both sides. This more available, popular CC ten is 
generally seen with a few more points of wear and becomes legiti¬ 
mately scarce in mint state. 

1892-0 MS 61 NGC. Minor scuffiness on the obverse. One of the 
more available New Orleans tens in mint state, with an impressive¬ 
ly low mintage of only 28,688 pieces. 

1894 MS 62 NGC. Choice for the grade. One grease stain (as struck) 
is noted on the reverse above NI of UNITED. The reverse also has 
some doubling on several letters, most prominent on the right side, 
including the eagle’s wing. 

1894 MS 63 ANACS. Lustrous and sharply defined with a number 
of abrasions that limit the grade. 

1894 MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck with shimmering mint luster, just a 
few small abrasions from full gem quality. 

1894- S AU 58 PCGS. Richly colored surfaces with a mild prooflike 
glimmer that is broken by scuffiness in the obverse field. One of the 
most difficult late-date tens and rarely offered at the mint state level. 

1895- S XF 45 PCGS. Although many assume this date is quite com¬ 
mon, it is in fact one of the most underrated dates in the series. This 
example is still quite lustrous with light wear and no major marks. 

1895-S AU 55 NGC. An elusive, long overlooked S-mint eagle and 
one that is especially difficult to locate in AU condition. This is a 
well struck coin that retains most of the original mint luster. 25 


898 1896-S XF 45 PCGS. Slight reddish color with traces of russet sur¬ 
rounding the devices. Scarce. 

899 1896-S AU 58 NGC. Seldom encountered as a high grade date. Just 
a bit of rubbing shows as do a normal amount of tiny contact marks. 
Lightly toned a rich, yellow color. 

900 1899-0 MS 60 ANACS. A scarcer O-mint ten and a significant coin 
in mint condition. This is a well struck piece that displays rich 
orange-gold color. 

901 1901 MS 64 PCGS. A very choice example that boasts deep satiny 
brilliance and pockets of orange-gold patina over both sides. Surface 
marks are minimal on the obverse and concentrated in one rather 
large abrasion on the eagle’s shield on the reverse. 

902 1901 -S MS 63 PCGS .Fully struck and fully brilliant with coruscant, 
golden luster. 

903 1901-S MS 64 NGC. Satiny and smooth, with ample luster to please 
the eye and surfaces that reveal few abrasions. 

904 1903-0 MS 61 NGC. Deep orange-gold surfaces display somewhat 
subdued luster. 

905 1907 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous with rich golden color and few appre¬ 
ciable surface marks. 

906 1907 MS 64 ANACS. Sharply struck and lustrous with a few minor 
marks and luster grazes on the obverse that prevent a higher grade.

1057 1939 PDS Oregon Set MS 66 PCGS. A bright-white and satiny set 
of this last-year issue of the popular Oregon Trail commemorative. 
The three coins are nicely matched with only the D-mint showing a 
bit of toning at 6 o’clock on the obverse. (Total: 3 coins) 

1058 1939 Oregon PDS Set PCGS. A spectacular set whose pearl-gray 
surfaces show just the slightest accents of color here and there. The 
P and D-mints are MS 67 and the S-mint grades MS 66 . (Total: 3 
coins) 

1059 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 64 NGC. Toned in somewhat dark 
splashes of coppery-gold and steel-blue, with a small opening of 
brilliance at the center of the reverse. 

1060 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 65 NGC. Moderate, and original, ton¬ 
ing on both sides. Well struck throughout and free of all but the tini¬ 
est marks. 

1061 1920 Pilgrim MS 65 NGC. Blazing luster with a hint of gold and 
russet toning on the obverse, less so on the reverse. Clean masts and 
Bible, which often reflect contact from heavy-handed examination 
by past non-numismatists. 

1062 1921 Pilgrim MS 64 PCGS. Bold and lightly toned. 

1063 1936-D Rhode Island MS 66 PCGS. A well frosted silver-gray 
example with a streak of color above the settler. 


1064 1936-D Rhode Island MS 66 PCGS. An impressive example of this 
popular commemorative, the fields and devices are clean, and al. is 
overlaid with delicate, and original toning. 

1065 1937 Roanoke MS 66 NGC. Soft violet-gray and golden patina over 
blemish-free surfaces. 

1066 1937 Roanoke MS 66 NGC. Scintillating luster beneath pastel 
shades of lilac and golden-orange. 

1067 1937 Roanoke MS 67 PCGS. Exceedingly lustrous with a mildly 
prooflike sheen on the reverse and iridescent tab toning. 

1068 1936 Robinson MS 65 PCGS. Light mottled pastels over lustrous 
surfaces. 

1069 1935-S San Diego MS 64 ANACS, three pieces, ranging from bril¬ 
liant to moderately toned. (Total: 3 coins) 

1070 1935-S San Diego MS 65 NGC. Silver-gray with specks of russet 
about the peripheral lettering. 

1071 1935-S San Diego MS 66 NGC. Lustrous and very choice, untoned 
and unimprovable. 

1072 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Although moderately abraded, 
this piece exhibits sharper definition and brighter luster than is typi¬ 
cal of this important commemorative. Both sides are splashed in del¬ 
icate golden patina. 

1073 1925 Stone Mountain MS 66 NGC. Creamy-white surfaces that are 
a bit brighter on the reverse and superb overall. 

1074 1935-D Texas MS 64 PCGS; 1935-S Texas MS 63 PCGS; and a 
1936-S Texas MS 64 PCGS, the first two untoned, the last with a 
hint of delicate rose color. (Total: 3 coins) 

1075 1936-D Texas MS 67 NGC. Radiant luster on both sides and fully 
struck. The fields and devices are free of marks. Unimprovable qual¬ 
ity for the issue. 

1076 1936 Texas PDS Set, grading MS 66, MS 66, and MS 65 ANACS. 
The D-mint is toned a deeper golden hue and all are extremely 
frosty. (Total: 3 coins) 

1077 1937 Texas MS 67 PCGS. Impeccable silver-gray surfaces framed in 
natural golden color. Only rarely seen so fine. 

1078 1937-D Texas MS 67 PCGS. A nice match to the 67 quality P-mint, 
only integrating pastel-blue and golden shades through the centers. 

1079 1937 Texas PDS Set MS 65 PCGS. Each has light toning, some with 
russet highlights, and all arc superb. A scarce, low-mintage set. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

1080 1938-D Texas MS 66 NGC. Frosty and bright, with some mottled 
toning on both sides. 

1081 1938-D Texas MS 67 NGC. Frosty and choice, with excellent sur¬ 
faces that have little or no toning. Boldly impressed. 

1082 1925 Vancouver AU 58 ANACS. Mostly brilliant and at least the 
equal of most pieces offered as MS 60. 

1083 1925 Vancouver MS 64 NGC. Original, and deep toning on the 
obverse, a bit lighter on the reverse. 

1084 1925 Vancouver MS 65 NGC. The unusually bright surfaces show 
an accent of deep golden-russet at the margins. 

1085 1927 Vermont MS 64 PCGS. Quite lustrous with speckled toning 
mostly about the obverse lettering. 

1086 1927 Vermont MS 65 NGC. Boldly struck on both sides and graced 
with a delicate rose hue. 
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1087 1927 Vermont MS 66 NGC. Curiously toned with gold surrounding 
the legends and devices, less in the open fields. Strongly struck and 
original. 

1088 1947 Booker T. Washington MS 66 NGC. A few stray marks from 
perfection, mostly on Washington’s face, lustrous and a true gem. 

1089 1947-S Booker T. Washington MS 66 NGC. Frosty and white for the 
issue, with ample eye appeal. 

1090 1950-S Booker T. Washington MS 66 PCGS. Russet and rose toning 
on both sides with hints of other rainbow colors. Splendid surfaces 
and really unimprovable. 

1091 1951-S Booker T. Washington MS 66 PCGS. A splendid, shimmer¬ 
ing-white type coin with hints of peripheral gold on the obverse. 

1092 1951-S Booker T. Washington MS 66 PCGS. Untoned save for a hint 
of color along the periphery, and very choice. 

1093 1936 York MS 67 NGC. Hazy, light toning on both sides, with vir¬ 
tually mark-free fields and devices. Unimprovable quality for this 
issue and certain to attract attention from knowledgeable collectors.

1094 1996-D Paralympics Commemorative Dollar MS 70 PCGS. A mod¬ 
em issue awarded the ratified grade of “perfect” by PCGS. 

CERTIFIED CALIFORNIA FRACTIONAL GOLD 


1095 1855 Liberty Round 25 Cents, BG-225, R.7, MS 64 PCGS. 

Shattered obverse die. The finest of just four examples certified by 
PCGS. 


1096 1867 Liberty Octagonal 25 Cents, BG-709, R.5, MS 66 PCGS. 
Frosty and bright, with a few copper spots, mostly on the reverse. 

1097 1869 Liberty Octagonal 25 Cents, BG-712, R.6, MS 65 PCGS. Light 
copper toning on Liberty, otherwise fresh and pretty much as struck. 

1098 1873 Liberty Octagonal 25 Cents, BG-727, R.6, MS 62 PCGS. 
Broad head struck by Frontier & Bellemere, reverse without berries 
in wreath, but with a fine horizontal die crack not shown in Breen- 
Gillio. This is a boldly struck, coppery toned example. 

1099 1870 Liberty Octagonal 25 Cents. BG-761, R.6, AU 58 PCGS. The 
fields have a few minor hairlines, perhaps accounting for the grade. 

1100 1865 Liberty Round 25 Cents, BG-803, R.6, MS 63 PCGS. The 
obverse has radiating reflectivity in the fields, but both the bridge of 
the nose and parts of the diadem are lost to excessive die polishing. 
The reverse seems to have been struck solidly, but the date is weak 
and much of DOLLAR missing; the look suggests amateurish die 
cutting. 

1101 1872 Liberty Octagonal 50 Cents, BG-913, R.6, MS 64 PCGS. A 
coppery-toned example that has bright, prooflike surfaces and a 
slightly dished appearance. 

1102 1872 Liberty Octagonal 50 Cents, BG-913, R.6, MS 64 PCGS. Free 
from any detracting post-striking impairments, the lustrous surfaces 
show a pronounced greenish tint on both sides. A couple of small 
planchet flakes are noted on the cheek of Liberty for identification 
purposes, they do not materially affect the coin’s overall appearance.

1104 1858 Indian Cent, Judd-212, Pollock-256, R.7, PR 62 NGC. 
Similar to the regular issue Indian cent but with a broad, ornament¬ 
ed shield at the top of the reverse. Struck in copper-nickel with a 
plain edge. Golden-honey color with several grade-limiting carbon 
spots on the obverse. Accompanied by an old, small size Henry 
Chapman flip that identifies the coin as: “1858 Cent Indian Head Rx 
Broad shield & oak wreath.” Priced on the flip at $2.50. 

1105 1859 Indian Cent, Judd-228, Pollock-272, R.1, MS 66 NGC. 
Adopted design of 1859 paired with the reverse of 1860. Struck in 
copper-nickel with a plain edge. Bright golden-tan surfaces with 
semi-reflective fields. A lovely, superb example of this common 
transitional issue.
